Communication and Population. 

The urgency and importance of tho 
subject forming our caption will coneli» 
tute ample apology f jr ao frequont re- 
ference to it. That the recent disoovery 
of what has boen oMled by old cxpori- 
enoed miners -a Becond California? will 
attraot hither a largo population in tho 
Spring oannot for a moment be doubted. 
Every steamer brings iresh evidence of 
the existence in California of the Peace 
Hirer fever ; and when it is borno in 
mind that au unuiual depression per- 
vades that country at the present mo- 
ment, and that there are thousands 
looking anxiously for some avenue ol 
escape from such a condition, wo are 
quite justified in the belief that, should 
any reasonable lacilitios lor reaching 
British Columbia exist a 'rush' second 
only to that of 1858 will sot in to thoBC 
long neglected shores. It may be thonjrht 
by Bonio that it is just at mch a time 
wo have least occasion to trouble our- 
selves about the facilities for reaobmg 
tho colony— that on Buch occasions con- 
siderations of that kind aro not likely 
to dotor people. Now, although true 
in one seflsej this is not true in tho most 
important sense Doubtless the excited 
and adventurous gold-hunter will, in a 
majority of oases, overcome all obstacles, 
and lorce his way to our new gold fields; 
but let it bo romembered that ho is not 
the only class wo want. Valuable as 
tho gold miner is, there iB a still moro 
valuable class ; and it should be our es- 
pecial ooncern to draw that class to 
our BhoroB. Tho agriculturist may, in 
many instancos, oomo to as in the guiao 
of a gold-seeker ; but he may not al- 
ways posaess auflicicnt adventure to 
overcomo tho difficulties and diacourago^ 
menta presented by the execrable meuns 
of communication at present existing 
between Ibis colony, and San Francisco. 
There aro thousands of this class who, if 
made aware ol the true oharaocer and 
advantages of the colony would oomo to 
it and make valuable Bottlers, did facile 
moans of communication exist. Our 
duty is plain. Measures must bo 
adopted for circulating reliable inlormo-. 
tiou respooiing tho colony, and immedi- 
ate steps must be taken lor providing 
easy moanB of reaohing it. JKegardiug 
the best modo of aeoomplishiug the 
former object, there can hardly be any 
difference of opinion. It will be within 
tho reoolloction of many that this sub» 
joct occupied the attention ol tho 
Jjogialativo Council daring last session. 
The member for Hew Westminster 
moved, and tho senior member for Vic- 
toria siconded, 'That an humble ad- 
dress be presented to His Excellency 
the Governor, recommending the im- 
mediate establishment, at San Francisco, 
Of on Emigration Agonoy, for the pur- 
pose ol afiording information respouting 
the colony, and the beat moans ol reach- 
ing it.' This resolution was adopted 
without a division; but, »f courae, it 
was never acted upon, the Executive 
having quite as much as it could attend 
to in squeezing enough out of tho 
sponge to pay offioiul salaries, without 
undertaking any new enterprise, no 
matter how reproductive it might prove, 
or how small au expenditure it involv- 
ed. Who.can doubt that suoh au agency 
would, in tho course of tho year, havs 
resulted in tending one hundred settlers 
to the Colony 1 Estimating these at 
the value put upon them in tha Eastern 
Slates— and surely they are worth more 
here — the Colony would have been bene- 
fited to the extout of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, at an outlay certainly not 
exoeediug five thousand — loss than fivo 
per cent upon tho reaults. .But with a 
government absorbed is "killing tho 
gouse that lays the goldon egg'' such 
considerations could not bo presumed 
to have much weight. If it was the 
duty ol the governmeut to take such a 
step lust year— and tho .Legislature so 
pronounced— Buroly that duly dorives 
additional weight and urgency from the 
lact that now oouditious exist calculated 
to render such an agency far moro 
necesbury and Iruiiful in good results to 
tho colony. Turning to iho twin duty 
of direct steam cominunicnuon, c wo have 
to deal with an enterprise of much 
greater magnitude, both as regards tho 
necessary expenditure involved aud tho 
results certain to be attainod. To estab- 
lish an effective line of colonial ateamors 
might possibly involve an expendituro 
of ono huudi ed thousand dollars a year. 
Can the colony, staudinj alono, as it 
doeB, afford to undertake au enterprise 
ol such maguitude '} We will give an 
Irishman's nuswor :— Can the colony 
afford to invest one hundred thou- 
sand dollars in au eutorpiiso certain 
to yield half a million '( Bat where is 
tho money to oomo from ? Save it from 
tho Civil List. Leas Government aud 
iucreuaed population. Fewer ollicialfl aud 
moro people— moro producers. That 
ia what the country moat ncods 
list now. It may be that wo shall 
not need to undertuko this onterpriao 
as a colonial oue. Immediats union 
■with Canada would mako it a Federal 
charge. Eut what we desiro to impress 
up'ni both Government and people is 
this : The establishment of good and 
Cheap direct steam communioution ho- 
twoen ihiB colony and San Eranoisoo ia 
a work of immediate necessity, which 
must not. wait upon Confederation, or 
any other ution. It mnat bo ontured 
upon at ouoo, as a colonial necessity ; 
and if political changes onable us to 
shift the buidon on to broader should- 
ers, so much tho bettor. Thu Governor 
Should open correspondence with tho 



English capitalists now making ar- 
rangements for placing a lino of steam- 
era on tho routo betweon Australasia 
and San Francisco, and ho should do 
this without delay, so that the reeult 
might bo placed boforo the Legislative 
Counoil, during tho approaching soasion. 
It is highly probable that tho company 
referrod to would, for a loss sura than 
wo have hinted nt, bo prepared to un- 
dertake such a service as we require, in 
conjunction with tho Jargor scheme, as 
the two would work in harmony. But, 
from whatovor Bourco wo aro to expect 
the neoossary capital and ships, tho 
sooner the Governor obtains such in- 
formation aa will onablo tho legisla- 
ture to deal intelligently with this most 
important mattor tho hotter will it bo 
for all parties conoorned ; and whether 
or not we may bo onabled to plaoo a 
colonial lino of steamers on the route iu 
tirao for tho expected Spring immigra- 
tion, some material amelioration of ex- 
isting conditions must be attainod. Tho 
presout stato of mutters iu this regard 
cannot be otulurod ut a limo when 
^o much hangs upou the issue. Tho 
first great tide of population wast boatoti 
back by the intervention q! ttio Govorn- 
raont, and the establishment of a block- 
ade at tho euiriiiicu to the Mainland. 
Shall we bo so insane as to repel a sec- 
ond tide by withholding tho moans of 
reaching our shores ? Let tho paople, 
whom it most concerns, and from whoso 
pockets tho money must, oomo, return 
an immediate and practical answer. 
Lot them adopt prompt means for giv- 
ing tho present Governor distinctly to 
undoratand thut they will not submit to 
a repetition of past insnnity in reference 
to this mattor. We must iiavo no moro 
penny wisdom aud pound folly on tho 
subjoot of population.

A Great War Ship. 

From tboK«w Yotk Commercial Advortlsor, Dec. flth. 

They Die building a warship in England, 
ihe Devastation, which is proudly called 
'•the 'Fits: Rate' ol the Future." The keel 
was laid u few days ngo. Tbo new vessel 
ia a lurrct ship ol a novel description, and 
ihu Admiral ly und her designers have high 
hopes in her construction. Tho Bbip is an 
iron-clad, without masts or sails, and de- 
pends upon stcuui alone fur propulsion, and 
has a new form ol turret Tho English re- 
gard this tblp und her mate, also building, 
as the pioneers iu a class of vessels more for- 
midable than any afloat either in ollensivo 
or defensive power, or in coal carrying ca- 
pacity. They are floating batteries mo' il- 
i*ji. The Devastation is 285 leet loi g, G'l^C 
wide, has a draught oi 26 feet, und her bur- 
den iu tons in •! . 40(» The warrior i<i i!80 
leet lon^'. and is ol 0, 000 tons burden. The 
Minotaur is 4000 leet long, and ol b',02l 
lous, yet neither of tbtso oan compere iu 
strength and solidity with tho Devastation. 
Thu Warrior baa for a plating iuehos of 
hammered iron, and 18 inches ol leak. Tbo 
Minotuur hat' b\ inches of rolled iron, 9 inches 
ol luak. 13 a oh has an iuuer fkiu ol thin 
rou. 1) jv ista'i in will hivo 12 inches 
of rolled, 18 inches of teak, and hoven 
times uh hlrong iitj the other vessels nnmud. 
The Devastation will have two turrets, 
and In each will bo mounted two 30 ton guns, 
eaob carryiag a G00 pound shot. Her cost 
Will be $5»0,000. The Warrior cost $360,000, 
and the Archilles S-150,000. A crow of 2r>9, 
all told, will suilice lo man her. The guns 
will have an 'all. round fire.' Her engines are 
two — 800 horse-power each. .She is a screw 
steamer, and will make 12\ knot, an hour. 
II ur coal utoriiKe id 1C00 tons, enough, says 
tbo London Times to 'make Ihu ship to proceed 
to thu .Mediterranean and return without coal- 
ing botwoen the times of her leaving Spit- 
head and anchoring there again at the con- 
clusion of her voyage; or, it would enable 
her to cross tho Atlantic, light an action, and 
aftorward return to a home port without hav-. 
ibg to renew her stook of fuel.' 



A telegraphic dispatch from Marsei les 
states that ou Dec 9, some houses having 
baon lit op in honor of tbe fete of tbe Im- 
muculate Conception, a band of 1500 pur- 
sons putaded tbo streets, testifying their dis- 
pleasure before tho bpusea whiuh wore illu* 
mlnaied, und singing tho « Marseillaise' 
and the 'Chant du Depart.' They ufter- 
vvards went to the Bishop's palace and to 
the Josuitb' residence, ti e s:ntinel Blutioned 
before tbe former baing slightly injured. 
Tbe riolors then directed tbeir steps to tbe 
Profecturo where they arrived about mid- 
night and broke some lamps. Several 
groups were dispersed by a strong detachment 
of sergeanls-de-ville, directed by a Com- 
missary of Police. About slxiy arnsts 
were made. 

Tbo North German Correspondent, of 
lierlin, known as the organ of Count do 
Bismarck, publishes a long do.'ence of Prus- 
sian pjliey in a recent issuo. Tho articlo 
is intended as a reply lo a political and 
semi-bingraphical arliolo in a lute number 
of ihe Edinburg Jlevicw. boaring as ti le tbe 
name ot the Nurtb German Chancellor, and 
profossing to reveal the motives and con- 
siderations by which tho King ol Prussia 
was induced in 1800 to declare war wilh 
Austria Tbu reply containa the lollowing 
important passage : 'It is well known to 
the iniltuled that Venice had been oe'lod to 
France beforo a « hot was tirod iu 1806, ond 
that ou the 12lh of Juoe io tbul year, one 
day alter tho letter of lha Emperor Napo- 
leon to tbe Minister Drouyn do Lhuys, a 
convention waa concluded between tbe Ca- 
binets of Vienna and Paris, according tu 
which Franco, ufter the overthrow ol l'rnsfia, 
was to be indemnified by compensations, or 
in other words, by lha lei t bunk ot tho 
Rhine.' 

' The earthquakes at Gross-Gorau,' says 
tho North G.rnum Correspondent (Hosse- 
Dartnstadt), 'ccfi.tinuo. From our last re- 
port down to the overling of tbe 28tb ult, 
tho shocks were freqnent but slight. Oo 
the 37 1 li they were raior than usual, aod oo 
the following day only two were observed. 
At lO'JO o'clock in ibe evening, however, 
without auy previous warning, tho groond 
began to Irunble lur more violently than it 
bad done since the 22ud ul', Three 
separate shocks were disliDguDbed, aud 
they lasted togelber seven or eight 
second*, Tho eeusation is dasenbed aa 
resembling what would bo felt if tho whole 
surface of ihe carlh wero eliding down nu 
inclined plane. No other shocks wore ob- 
served during tbo nijtbt, bul this ouly in- 
creased tho terror of the inhabitants, who 
have beguo to look ca every cessation of 
these interesting but uncomfortable phenom- 
ena os only a sign that ou outbreuk of more 
than usual violenco is at baud. 

The Ring ot I'rusaia lately received the 
members ol tbe Provincial Synod of Bra- 
denburg, among whom wos romorked Baron 
de Manteullol, Tbe Protestant elprgyman 
Wolbling, who heads the deputuli in, express* 
ed the wish that Heaven might long preserve 
His M.ijesty to Ihe Evangelical Church, and 
reuliz4 tbe Royal ioteutions relative to that 
bjdy. King Wiliarn replied in tbo fullow- 
i g terms; 'I thank you for your good 
wishes, and on my sido I oesire that tho work 
commenced under Ibo auspices ot pesco 
may bu accomplished tranquilly. For the 
Cburcb, it wus rocessary that somothiog 
should be done to roassuro men's minds, lor 
wo have many enemies ; | do not allude to 
the Catholics. If wo are no longer to be- 
lieve ,tbal tho Mesial! is the Son ot God, 
what will occur ? tfacrod precepts will be 
nothing mote than human aphorisms. That 
is why I renew my «isb to Bee you urrive 
pacilically at the satiafaotory termination of 
tho work you have commenced,' 

It would appear that a fresh dispute is 
likely to take place between Turkay and 
Egypt, Several European und American 
Governments wbiob havo no Consulates in 
ihe lat or country, desire lo establish them 
now that the Sue ; Canal has opened up a 
new highway for the commerce of tho world. 
Steps have been lukeu at Constantinople in 
order to obtain the recognition of those Con- 
sul ites, but hitherto the exeqimter has been 
refused by ihe Porto on the ground that the 
Governments which ask for il bave no diplo- 
maiio ngenls accredited in the Ottoman 
Government; Ooly tho^o ,Powor« olroady 
repre;cnted in Tuikoy are at liberty, it ap- 
pears, to institute Consular authorities in 
Egypt. Tbe Independence Belge,vhiob uives 
the above intelligence, learns Irom Alexan- 
dria thai ihe Stales interested in this matter 
will perhaps appeal era long to the great 
Powers to use thoir influence in order to 
overcome ibo resistance of ihe Porte. 

Ilupert'8 Laud— Character aud Ap^ 
pfarancc of tho t'ouutry. 

Tho whole country us far as Athabasoa 
Lake and Peace River is calculated to become 
on earthly paradise if it wero in the bands of 
Americans. There is a fine black alluvial soil 
on a limestone formation, producing in tho 
wooded portions beech, birch and maple in 
profusion, and being eminently lilted for cul- 
tivation. The whole of tho (Ireat Fish down 
to the Polar Sea is tin" finest grazing country 
in the world. In 18oo' tho population of tho 
Red Lliver colony comprised 310 natives or 
half-breeds, 110 Scotch, 02 Canadians, 40 
Iinglisb, 13 Irish, 2 Swiss and 1 Norwegian. 
As tbo foreign element is withdrawn, tbo popu- 
lation is Baid to doeliuo in civilization. Con- 
venience to tho United Slates had drawn off 
young men Irom the Battlements year after 
year, and thus tho population is kept at a 
standstill. The settlements are scattered along 
the river banks for a distance of about Ot) 
miles upon narrow strips of farms which havo 
a depth of about one-eighth of a ruilo, 

Tbe houses aro generally placed on tbo odgo 
of tho tablo land, close to ibo phannel of tho 
river. At ono point, however, tho elevation it 
not sufficient lo protect thorn against Moods 
when tbe water rises 'JO foot above its ordinary 
level. Where farming is well conducted, fiG 
bushels of wheat bave been grown to tbo aero, 
and 40 on new land is common. Potatoes 
grow to a prodigious size, and Swedish turnips 
have reached 03 high as 70 pounds. Indian 
corn succeeds much hotter than in Canada. It 
is usually planted rib ut May 23A, and hardly 
ever fails to ripen. Onions reach extrenio di- 
mensions. Melons grow well in tho open air. 
At present tbo great difficulty in tho way of 
extended cultivation is tho want of a market. 
Tomatoes, whiob nro <?xtremoly sensitive to 
frost, can bo grown iu tho opon air iu sheltered 
positions. Too prairies for hundreds of miles 
produco excellent crops ot hay. Timber com- 
prises elm. oak, maplo and poplar, The ngrn 
cultural implements In use aro English and 
Amoricau. Tho region through which tho 
Hod River and tho Assiniboln run, nnd between 
thorn and Lnko Winnipeg, presents a Bingular 
and important combination of prairie and 
woodland. Tho iaola'.od groves or trees on thu 
rolling prairio look iu many places like tbo 
rosults of caroful culturs.— N Y Ilc:a\d,

I'auadiAO Mail Summary. 

The news brongbt by last mail is ) the 
olh inst. Tbo Red River difficulty appears 
to bave become moro intensely muddled; 
bat, inasmuch us the news from that Terri- 
tory comos lor the most part through Amor- 
ioon channels, very little reliance can be 
placed upon it. Tbero is uo reusou to doubl 
that Mr McDougall und parly hav.j relurned 
to Canadu; but what policy will be adopted 
by the Canodiau Government, in view of 
ibe uircurualauccs, ia not intimated. It ap- 
pears thai Mr McDougall took out with him 
a proclamotion, the promulgation ol 
which was comiugeut upon Imperial action, 
presumably to be completed by iho let De- 
cember. Taking for granted (which bo cei- 
tainly ought not to have done under the 
circumstances) that tho transaction upou 
which bis authority must rest bad beou duly 
completed at the appointed time, Mr Mc- 
Dougall issued the proclamation, declaring 
ihe Territory a part of the Dominion and 
himself tbo Governor thereof This act oa 
the part ol Mr McDougall must havo placed 
himself in a rather ridiculous position, and 
cer.ainly could net tend t) improve matters. 
Pritice Arthur had returned from his hunting 
oxpeditiori up the Gatenau River, 1 he bunt 
was not very fueeessful, tho weatbei 
having proved very unfavorable. Out of 
eighteen moose thul were started, only 
one opportuuty oll'erod ileolf, und ol this 
His Royal Highness promptly uvuiled 
birnailf, and bagged a fine moose. Tbe 
Prince'd bag consisted of said moose, a bear 
and a very fine deer.

A peti ion to the Governor 
General, praying lor the commutation ol 
Monroe's sentence, ou the giouud cf oopi- 
toljpunishmaut boing duublful, bad beeu cir- 
culated, and waa signed -by ihe jurors who 
tried him. The Canadian Illustrated News 
\n said to bo improving with every issue.
